During  the  year  there  were  added  by 
purchase  677  volumes,  and  by  donation 
141,  making  an  increase  of  818.  There 
were  worn  out  and  discarded  278 
volumes,  and  0 volumes  have  been  lost 
(of  which  2 have  been  paid  for  by  the 
losers),  making  a net  gain  for  the  year 
of  534  volumes. 

The  present  number  of  borrowers  is 
2,593  of  whom  959  are  males  and  1,634 
females.  The  reading  room  is  sup- 
plied with  14  daily  newspapers  and  30 
weeklies  and  periodicals,  and  has  been

What  we  have  said  up  to  this  point 
covers  the  ground  upon  which  we  are 
required  by  law  to  report.  We  have 
usually  confined  ourselves  to  the 
statutory  requirements.  Circumstances 
however  soem  to  indicate  the  present 
as  a suitable  time  for  a more  extended 
report,  with  some  indication  of  the 
growth  of  the  library  during  its  eleven 
years  of  existence,  and  some  examina- 
tion of  its  achievement  in  comparison 
with  other  libraries: 

In  May  1886  the  Winona  Library  As- 
soc'atiou,  with  a membership  of  about 
150,  transferred  its  collection  of  books, 
numbering  3,454,  to  this  board  of  di- 
rectors. The  following  table  discloses 
the  main  features  of  the  growth  of  the 
library  to  the  present  time.  Our  fiscal 
year  ends  February  28th,  so  that  the 
years  named  in  the  table  overlap  each 
its  succeeding  year  by  two  months,  the 
year  1890,  e.  g.,  being  covered  by  this 
annual  report:
